AT LOW COST 


A college president, commenting on 
the great increase of enrollment m 
nearlv all the colleges this year, ex­ 
plains it in part by the fact that a 
college course is one of the cheapest 
of commodities. “ In relation to other 
values,” he says, "the cost of educa­ 
tion is the lowest of all utilities.” 
College fees have seldom gone up 
more than 25 per cent over the pre­ 
war rate, and in some institutions 
have not gone up at all. Scores of 
colleges and universities have no tui­ 
tion fees. The cost of living at col­ 
leges has risen, to be sure, but hard­ 
ly as much as the cost of living out­ 
side of college. 


Meanwhile the money value of edu­ 
cation has greatly increased. There 
is more demand for college graduates 
than ever before. The war has created 
a better appreciation of the trained 
and instructed mind. 
It is safe to say that the ambitious 
young man or woman can get more 
today for a given amount of money 
in a university, college or scientific 
school than anywhere else. Every in­ 
stitution of 
learning 
is a 
bargain 
counter. 
, 


The same fact holds true of those 
who go to high school or business 
school, and also of those who for any 
reason cannot go further than the 
public school. 


Education is more attainable out­ 
side of college than it ever was be­ 
fore, and at a cost absurdly cheap in 
comparison with other things. Books 
cost very little more than they used 
to, and 
public 
library 
books 
cost 
tiieir readers not one cent. more. But 
the education that may be gleaned 
from them w ill bring higher prices 
than ever in the brains market.

ANTI-FLU RULES 


The 
“ flu” 
may come 
back 
this 
winter. 
Here are 
some safeguards 
against 
it, based 
on 
recommenda­ 
tions of 
Surgeon-General 
Blue and 
other health authorities: 


“ Do not sneeze or cough without 
covering the mouth. Do not spit pro 
miscuously. 
Avoid 
persons who do 
those things. Avoid persons 
having 
colds. Keep out of crowds as much 
as possible. W alk to and from work 
if you can. 
Avoid 
common drinking 
cups or glasses, and dishes that may 
not be well washed, even if you must 
carry your own luncheon. 
Promote 
the health 
generally 
with 
regular 
meals and other habits, open bedroom 
window’s, frequent baths, outdoor ex­ 
ercise and liberal drinking of water. 
“ Don’t neglect a cold. If you feel 
ill go to bed and call a doctor. If a 
case of influenza is recognized, keep 
other members of the family away 
from the patient as far as possible." 
The practice of these precautions 
w ill not necessarily 
ward 
off influ­ 
enza, but. they will greatly lessen the 
chances of catching it, and w ill di­ 
minish the severity of the attack if 


you do catch it. 
If you are not concerned about the 
flue, it will pay to observe them just 
the same, for 
they 
will 
work 
just 
about as well in warding off other 
contagious diseases. They are simply 
common sense, health rules for every­ 


day use, flu or no flu. 


Not in all the 35 years he has lived 
in Southern California has the writer 
seen forest fires in our mountains to 
compare with holocausts

swept the wooded areas on mountain 
sides and peaks the past few days 
Prevention of future fires and minimiz 
ing of erosion in the mountains the 
coming winter should be given most 
serious consideration by supervisors 
of the southern counties and others 
most directly affected, at once. 
Los Angeles and Orange counties 
have forestry departments which can 
aid materially in the reforestation of 
the denuded areas in those counties 
but San Bernardino 
and 
Riverside 
counties, which are so vitally interest 
ed in replanting the fire-swept areas 
of the San 
Bernardino 
mountains 
have not this medium through which 
to work. 
The work will, therefore 
likely have to be done largely through 
the water companies drawing their 
supply of water from the watersheds 
in question. 
The 
Riverside 
W ater 
Company and City of Riverside, which 
owns its own domestic water system 
have ever stood ready to aid in every 
effort at reforestation and water con 
servation 
through 
construction 
of 
check dams and spreading water over 
dry water courses. 
The 
work 
of 
Francis Cuttle, president of the R iv­ 
erside W ater Company, and also of the 
Tri-Counties Reforestation Committee 
has been particularly notable in this 
line, and his advice 
at 
this 
time 
should prove of greatest value in de 
vising means to offset the decreased 
water shortage that will follow the 
denuding of our mountain forest areas 
The situation would seem to he suf­ 
ficiently serious to warrant the hold 
ing of a conference a little later to be 
attended by representatives of coun 
ties, cities, water companies and com­ 
mercial and 
civic 
organizations of 
Southern California. 
W ater is king 
in this land of ours, and its materia! 
decrease means decreased crops and 
increased hardships 
wherever 
con 
servation of winter rainfall has been 
prevented by the destruction of trees 
and shrubs on our mountain sides. 
There is another issue that has to 
be met, and that is the erosion of de 
nuded areas, causing the rivers and 
streams ilow’ing into Southern Califor­ 
nia harbors to fill them with silt. The 
coast cities thus should be as vitally 
interested as foothill fruit sections. 
Construction 
of 
berme-banks, check 
dams and spreading of storm water 
over 
wider 
areas 
of 
dry 
watei 
courses will probably be among the 
conservation methods adopted, but aU 
of this work has to be done under 
skillful guidance, and the effort must 
he concerted and ample, else it will 
fail. 
This makes it imperative that 
there he a well thought out plan and 
that all interested sections and inter 
ests share in putting it through.

In years past the prune and ap ri­ 
cot glo w ers have been at the m ercy of 
the middleman and the packer. 
"It has m eant little to the packers 
until now whether the price of prunes 
w as two cents or ten ^ ents, since their 
profit would be the sam e, but it has 
meant to the grow er everything tlmt 
industry and honesty stand for. 
“ When we formed 
a Co-operaiive 
Association, it w as to m ake possible 
for the ten thousand grow ers of Cali­ 
fornia to get a fair price for their pro­ 
ducts and to earn a fair profit

Gabriel Pou lain is the first man to 
get a flight ou t of a strictly man-pow- 
er device, 
Pcu lain, 
who 
first 
won 
fame as a cyclist, expects to win a 
$1*0,000 prize in a few weeks by prov­ 
ing that his "aero 'bike” o r “aviette” 
really can fly by leg power. 
Airmen who witnessed 
his 
recent 
trial flight at the Long Champs race 
cou rse were thrilled by the possibili­ 
ties of the machine that lifted Pou lain 
one meter off the grou nd in a flight 
of twelve meters. 
They see in his de­ 
vice an antido te for engine trou ble, 
that dread of aviators, and Pou lain 
explains that when his invention is 
developed, there will be an attachm ent 
for mo to r power 
planes. 
By 
this 
means flight may be maintained by 
pedaling, while mechanics affect re­ 
pairs to recalcitrant motors or pilots 
seek safe landings, the invento r be-j 
lieces. 
In trans-Atlantic flights, lie 
says, the aero bike attachm ent will 
become indispensable fo r emergencies. 
In the prize flight to win the $10,- 
000 offered by the Reu got Bicycle Com­ 
pany, Pou lain is requ ired to fly only 
ten meters, and having done twelve 
already, he regards the money as good 
as won. 
’’’he "aviette” is 
a 
bicycle 
with 
w ings. On it Pou lain gained a. speed 
of abo u t twenty-five miles an hou r by 
vigorou s pedaling and then, 
with 
a 
twist of the handles he elevated the 
planes and glided thro u gh the air. To 
land, he simply depressed the wings 
and eased u p on the pedals; no great­ 
er exertion is necessary, he reported, 
than in 
o rdinary 
cycling 
on 
good 
roads. 
The inventor hopes that w hen his 
device is brou ght to the co mmercial 
stage of perfection, it will become the 
popu lar jau nting aero car of the com­ 
mon people, in as mu ch as there is no 
expensive motor 
to ¡be bou ght 
nor 
costly gas therefor. 
The only model in existence, the one 
in which the invento r made his su c­ 
cessfu l trial was bu ilt by the Nieu - 
port Airplane Company. 
French aviato rs have ceased to scoff 
at Po u lain’s idea and are taking the 
aero bike seriou sly as a necessary im­ 
provement on the equ ipment of the 
motored airplanes.
